His dis- 
charge concluded the two-day investi- 
gation that has been earried on in 
rgunicipal court, in which more than 
sixty witnesses were examined in the 
attempt to find some clew leading 
to the soiution ot the John Wurm mur- 


der mystery. 


HAVE NAMES 
OF FOUR BOYS. 


Last night the investigators were 
of the opinion that they had at last 
made definite progress, and were well 
on the road to a solution of the mys- 
tery. They have the names of at 
least four young men around whom 
suspicion is centered, and whose ar- 
rests are expected in the early future. 
Ore of this number, it was stated, both 


at police headquarters and in the of- 
fice of solicitor general,-has left the 
city for points unknown, |. 

Shortly before the acquittal of Crane 
Friday afternoon came the narration 
of testimony that startled the court 
room—evidence which the detectives 
had held secret until the close of the 
trial. 

G. E. Egtsa, night foreman of the At- 
lantic plant, who was not on duty the 
night of the: Wurm disappearance, took 
the stand to tell of a darkened auto- 
mobile that drove into the plant 
grounds at 8:55 that night, its occu- 
pants silent and the engfhe muffled. 
He related that he was en route home 
from downtown, and ‘had stopped by 
the piant office to use the telephone. 

“It was about five minutes before 
9 oclock when I heard an automobile 
pa:s the front of the building, coming 
from the north, and headed for the en- 
trance. I looked out, and could dis- 
tinzuish in the darkness the faint out- 
lines of a car. Not a light was burn- 
ing on ‘the machine—it didn’t have 
even a tail lamp. 

“The muffler was on, and the engine 
made but little noise. I could tell, 
however, that it was a heavy engine, 
and apparently a large one. It pro- 
ceeded across the railroad tracks and 
disappeared, going in direction of the 
front entrance. In five minutes it re- 
turned, lights still dark and engine 
muffled.” 

Then H. R. Speaks, a machinist, and 
the last man so far as is known to have 
seen the timekeeper alive, stated that 
hé had seen young Wurm between 8:30 
and 9 o'clock going up the railroad 
tracks toward the front gate, where 
the mysterious automobile was bound 
when seen by Egts, and where, detec- 
tives believe, he encountered the auto 
gang.

TALKED WITH 
YOUNG WURM. 


The story-of Speaks contradicts the 
report that the victim had been seen 
as late as 10 o'clock: Nowhere in the 
arraignment of Crane did it develop 
that he was observed after Speaks last 
saw him walking up the track. Speaks 
testified that he and J. 'B. Ryckard, 
another mechanic, had been in conver- 
sation with John Wurm up until the 
time he set out across the tracks to 
vanish into the night.

Speaks narrated. “We were talking 
about mechanics. Wurm had said that 
he liked the business and wanted to 
be an expert mechanic. We talked for

Fortune turned against the physi- 
cian, however, and three years ago, frail 
and feeble, he was sent to the Confed- 
erate Soldiers’ Home at Atlanta, after, 
however, exacting a promise from Mr. 
Branham that when death should claim 
the old soldief, Branham would per- 
sonally accompany his body back to 
Cannon for internment.

London, August 4.—The city of Brus- 
sels has refused to pay the fine of 
5,000,000 marks imposed by the Ger- 
mans in consequence of the demonstra- 
tion whieh took place at the Belgian 
capital on July 21, the national fete 
day, says a dispatch from The Hague 
to the Exchange Telegraph, company. 
A serious crisis is expected. 

Acting Burgomaster Lemonnier, the 
dispatch adds, has sent a letter to 
General von Bissing, the German gov- 
ernor of Belgium, flatly declining to 
pay the fine. He says it was imposed 
on the public because of its patriotic 
sentiment and therefore is illegal and 
inadmissible. 


MORE AMERICAN SHIPS 
ON BRITISH BLACKLIST 


London, August 4.—The latest black- 
list of neutral shipping issued today 
by the trades division of the admiral- 
ty represents 152,656 tons of steamers 
and sailing vessejs unavailable to Brit- 
ish charters on*the claim that they 
are now or have been engaged in un- 
neutral service. The ‘latest list con- 
tains the names of the following ships 
flying the American flag: Clara Davis, 
Farmnie Palnter and Oakley C. Curtis, 
all sailing vessels. ‘ 

These American ships have been re- 
moved from the: blacklist since its last 
publication: Steamer Seneca and sail- 
ing ship Edgar V. Murdock. 

Wagner liners which have been cap- 
tured ‘by the British and are now in the 
service of the government while await- 
ing a decision of their status by a 
prize court appear on the list without 
any indication of their nationality, 
while the other Wagner boats appear 
as American. Many ships on the list 
are bracketed under a caption stating 
that they have temporarily been re- 
moved from the blacklist while under 
charter to entente allies or innocent 
neutral interests. , 

The shipping blacklist 
officially been made public.

New York, August 4.-—More than 
1,000 children now have been killed 
by the epidemic of infantile paralysis 
and nearly 5,000 have been stricken.

today forty-five children died of the

Island Virtually Complete. 
Union Involved. 


4.—Paralysis of 
upon Manhattan 
Island will be virtually complete be- 
fore dawn tomorrow. Approximately 
1,500 employees of the New York Rail- 
ways company, which operates more 
cars than any other company in the 
borough of Manhattan, voted unani- 


mously tonight ‘to strike immediately 
for recognition of their right to or- 
ganize and to enforce other demands. 
Another division of motormen and con- 
ductors who are on duty tonight will 
meet at 2 a. m. to take a strike vote. 
Union organizers predicted they were 
certain to follow the course taken by 
their fellow employees. 

The strike vote was taken tonight 
after the reply of the company to an 
ultimatum from its employees had 
been declared unsatisfactory. The re- 
port on the negotiations was made by 
a committee of six which had been ap- 
pointed to confer with General Mana- 
ger Frank Hedley. The committee de- 
manded the right to organize without 
intimidation and a wage increase from 
thirty cents to thirty-three cents an 
hour. 

A letter from Mr. Hedley said he 
was “at all times willing to meet the 
employees of this company” and that 
he would be glad to see the committee 
at his office at noon tomorrow. 

The meeting was attended by a dele- 
gation from the Central Labor Federa- 
tion, representing 350,000 union men, 
who pledged their moral and financial 
Support to the motormen and conduc- 
tors. Telegrams were received from 
Chicago, Boston and Detroit making 
Similar pledges. 

Prompt action was taken by General 
Manager Hedley to provid@ for emer- 
gsencies. He notified Max Schmittber- 
ger, chief inspector of police, that a 
strike had been ealled on the lines of 
the New York Railways company. In- 
spector Schmittberger at once detail- 
ed men to guard the power houses and 
car barns of the company. Uniformea 
policemen will be assigned to every 
car. 

If the surface car strike goes into 
full effect, all nhattan would be 
dependent for transportation upon t 
subway and elevated lines, alrea 
crowded to euffocation in the rush 
hours. The number of persons who 
travel to and from their work upon 
the surface car lines has been esti- 
mated at 1,500,000. Even a small per- 
centage of these passengers, if forced 
to ride on the overhead or under- 
ground trains, would seriously disrupt 
operating schedules, it is feared. 

The threat-has been made by wnton 
organizers that they would tie ap ev- 
ery transportation line in the eity, al- 
ee mo serious effort has been 
made as yet to organize the employees 
of the Interborough Rapid Transit 
company, which operates the subways 
and elevated roads and which controls 
the New York Railways company. It

Large employers of labor were mak- 
ing preparations tonight to meet the 
emergency which a general _§ strike 
would bring. Many of them have ar- 
ranged gutomobdile services. Others 
have engaged rooms in hotels and 
boarding houses for their workers.

Unidentified Negro Fires When

He struck 
a match in order to find a bucket, and 
Saw a negro standing in the back yard 
near the porch, evidently preparing to 
break into the store, which is next 
door, and oo with the residence 
by a door. As soon as the light from 
the match flared up the negro fired. 
The ball entered the abdomen of the 
unfortunate man and he fell in an un- 
conscious condition. | 

Call Officers Wade and Baker were 
sent to investigate the shooting, but 
were unable to @scovem the identity of 
the negro. 

Some time a®, it is stated, the store 
at 64 Electric avenue was burglarized, 
and it is thought that the negro Friday 
night was bent on breaking’ into the 
store again. He was surprised by the 
action of Cohen and shot, fearing that 
he had been recognized, police believe. 

Cohen is in a critical condition at 
the hospital. His chances for recov- 
ery are slight.

FELDER RESTING WELL; 
EXPECTED TQ RECOVER 


Accounts Differ as to Cause 


of Attack on Lawyer—Sa- 


vannah Delegation Defend- 
ed—Vason Still Held by 


Police. 


FELDER RESTING WELL. 

At an early hour this morning 
the superintendent of St. Joseph's 
infirmary, where Thomas B. Felder 
is under treatment, etated that Mr. 
Felder was resting well, had slept 
some and that he was doing as well 
as could be expected. His tempera~- 
ture was very satisfactory, it was 
stated, and his chances for recov- 
ery were excellent. 


The stabbing of Bhomas B. Felder 
Thursday night in the Kimball house 
overshadowed all other matters in gen- 
eral interest around the capitol and 
the Kimball house Friday, and was the 
center of a warm discussion on the 
floor of the senate, where even sena- 
tors opposed to the Savannah recall 
measure, now pending, resented any 
connecting up of the Felder incident 
with Chatham legislation. 

The position taken by the senate that 
the stabbing and the recall bill are in 
nowise connected was strengthened by 
the statement of Fish and Game Com- 
missioner Charles Arnow, who saw the 
stabbing, that he heard G. K. Vason, 
doorkeeper of the house of representa- 
tives, accuse Felder of making an in- 
sulting remark concerning Speaker 
William H. Burwell, of the house, just 
prior to the encounter. 

W. Woods White,.chairman of the 
law enforcement committee, of which 
Felder is attorney and which has been 
deeply interested in the defeat of the 
Savannah recall measure, holds to his 


statement that the recall fight was the: 


cause of the attack on Felder. 
Walker to Ask Probe. 

It was stated last night that Senator 
John D. Walker is preparing a resolu- 
tion which he will introduce in the 
senate Monday calling for an executive 
session of te senate, at its pleasure, 
to consider e note which Mr. Felder 
is alleged to have sent to Senator Ros- 
coe Pickett, of the 42d district, while 
the latter was speaking upon the floor 
of the senate against the Savannah re- 
call bill last Thursday. 

This note is said to have called Sen- 
ator Pickett a liar and to have applied 
to him a very vile epithet. 

It would be within the power of the 
senate at such an executive session to 
call Mr. Felder before the bar of the 
senate upon charges of contempt, and 
it is for the purpose of deciding wheth- 
er or not such a move should be made, 
it is said, that the resolutions calling 
for the executive session will be intro- 
duced. 

Vason Is Still Held. 

G. K. Vason was satill held at Police 
station last night pending a report upon: 
Mr. Felder’s condition. As soon as it 
is indicated that Mr. Felder will re- 
cover, arrangements will be made for 
bond for Mr. Vason and he will be re- 
leased pending trial. 
tion Mr. Vason is not 
is allowed to conduct himself as he 
pleases about the station house. 

Late reports from St. Joseph's in- 
firmary, where Mr. Felder is confined, 
indicated that he is resting well, al- 
though not yet out of danger. No one is 
allowed to visit him, and it is stated 
that it will be a week or more before 
he can receive callers, and a longer 
period still before he will be able to 
get out again. 

Mr. Ielder’s injury consists of a stab 
in the left side, severing one rib and 
piercing the lung. Dr. Willis West- 
moreland, Mr. Felder’s attending 
physician, states that unless there are 
unforeseen complications Mr. Felder 
will recover. 

Accounts of the affray vary. 

No direct statement as to the details 
of the affray has come from either of 
the principals. 

Physicians will not allow Mr. 
to be intervfewed. 

Mr. Vason, upon advice of counsel, 
declines to discuss the matter. 

The principal point of variance in the 
several accounts given of the affair is 
as to whether tle fight arose over Mr.

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at Detroit Attacked—Ban- 
dits Secured About $34,000. 


Detroit, Mich., August 4.—Five un- 
masked automobile bandits today held 
up an automobile in which $50,000 pay- 
roll money was being taken to the plant 
of the Burroughs Adding Machine com- 
pany, and before 
could offer resistance, snatched five 
bags of six in the car, said to have con- 
tained between $33,000 and $34,000, and 
escaped. _ 

The hold-up occurred on Burroughs 
avenue, between Woodward and Cass 
avenues, in view of hundreds of em- 
ployees of nearby automobile factories 
and the usual afternoon throngs on 
Woodward avenue. 

Rudolph Cooper, a Burroughs guard, 
who attempted to intercept the speed- 
ing bandit car, was shot through the 
thigh and struck on the head with the 
butt-end of a pistol. 

Witnesses declared that the five ban- 
dits apparently ranged in age from 18 
to 60 years. No one, however, seemed 
able to give a good description. They 
were armed with rifles and automatic 
pistols, A second pay car, carrying 
$75,000, was not molested. 

Eleven machines, filled with officers, 
tonight were scouring the surrounding 
country in every direction. 

Early tonight the» bandits 
thought to have been cornered between 
Novi and South Lyon, about thirty 
miles northwest of the city, but when 
officers from Detroit and South Lyon 
closed in they found nothing. 

In Half: Block of Plant. 

Riding in a large motor car with 
part of the money for the week's pay- 
roll in bags on the floor, Thomas Shea- 
han, paymaster of the company, was 
within half a block of the plant when 
a smaller car drove alongside and four 
men jumped out demanding surrender 
of the money. 

Within two minutes after the bandit 
car drew alongside the pay car the 
former was racing away with the five 
cash bags. A few minutes after the 
bandits dashed away policemen from 
Woodward avenue, two blooks east, ar- 
rived on the scene and shortly after 
every available motorcycle policeman 
was ordered to join the chase. The 
latter dropped out of the pursuit when 
it lengthened out to beyond the city 
limits, however, leaving the automo- 
hiles filled with policemen to continue 
the hunt. 

So fat as could be learned not a 
shot was fired by any of the guards in 
the pay car, nor those in a car follow- 
ing. The guards in the car behind did 
not realize what was going on, but 
seeing Cooper run out from the curb 
and engage one of the bandits they 
stopped their car and ran forward. They 
were stopped by the other bandits, who 
swung upon them with a rifle and pis- 
tols. Four shots were fired at the 
guards, who beat a hasty retreat. 

Bullet Entered Hip. 

It was in this volley that a bullet 
entered Cooper's hip. ‘The man he was 
fighting with then hit him over the 
head with the butt of his pistol and 
jumped into the pay car. His compan- 
ions in the 
five bags. Hastily returning to their 
own machine they dashed out Second 
avenue and turned north, heading for 
the country. 

The robbery is declared to have been 
the boldest in Detroit’s history. Many 
spectators thought a motion picture 
scenario was being staged. 

Unusual precautions were taken by 
the Burroughs company to prevent a 
robbery. Every half block from the 
bank. wher6@ the money for the pay 
roll was obtained to the plant armed 
guards were stationed. As the pay car 
proceeded the guards were picked up 
as they were passed. Witnesses de- 
clared the bandits’ success was aided 
by the apparent slowness of the guards 
to realize what was being done. 

The Burroughs plant is in the north- 
ern section of Detroit, about two and 
one-half miles from the downtown busi- 
ness district. About three squares 
away is one of Detroit's most exclusive 
residence sections.

70 ENLARGE SCOPE 


Committee Is Appointed to 


Take Charge of Campaign 


to Increase Membership of 


Organization. 


The Atlanta Freight Bureau, which 
enjoys the unique record of never hav- 
ing lost a member since it was or- 
ganized fourteen years ago, has decid- 
ed. after mature consideration, to ex- 
tend its scope and influence by enlarg- 
ing its membership. 

A committee consisting of* H. E. 
Choate, W. H. Camp, Charles W. Kelley 
and R. Rosenbaum. have been placed in 
charge of the details of the movement, 
and are now in the midst of carrying 
out their plans. 

On behalf of the PDureau, they have 
addressed a communication to a select- 
ed list of shippers in Atlanta and vi- 
cinity in which they called attention 
to the objects and purposes of the 
bureau, to the benefits derived from 
membership therein, and to some of 
the notable achtevemernts of the bu- 
reau in securing reduced freight rates. 

Following up this communication, 
the committee is calling the attention 
ot the shipperS to the revolutionary 
advances in Georgia intrastate freight 
rates which are now impending, and to 
the “radical advances in interstate 
freight rates throughout: the seuthern 
states, which already have been put 
into effect by the railroads.” 

The attention of the shippers is fur- 
ther called to the-fact- that the Atlanta 
Freight Bureau is preparing to resist, 
before the railroad commission, all un- 
reasonable advances in Georgia intra- 
state freight rates-proposed by the rail- 
roads, and to the fact that the bureau 
already has filed with the interstate 
commerce commission a general attack 
upon the ‘southeastern interstate 
tna a rates, put into effect on Janu- 
ary 1.

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RUSSIANS RETIRE 


RUM RIVER SALIENT; 


Under Pressure of German 
Counter Attacks the Czar’s 
Forces Evacuate Village 19 
Milés From Kovel — Rus- 
sians Advance South of 


Brody. 


Desperate counter attacks by the 
Germans in the region of the Stokhod 
river, east of Kovel, have resulted in 
the retirement of the Russian forces 
which had seized the village of RudKa- 
Miryanskaia. ; 

The fact that the village is only 19 
miles from Kovel, the Russian objec- 
tive on this part of the Volhynian 
front, probably the in- 
tensity of the fighting there. ui 

The Russian general, sakharoff’s, 
troops continue to advance soutn of 
Brody and toward Lemberg. Petro- 
grad reports the capture of 1,300 Aus- 
tro-Germans ina “hot attack” on the 
line of the Sereth and Graberki rivers. 


RUSSIANS ADMIT 
YIELDING GROUND. 


Petrograd, August 4.—(Via I.ondon.) 
Under the pressure of repeated Ger- 
man counter attacks against the vil- 
lage of Rudka-Miryanskaia, on the 
Stavok, nineteen miles from Kovel, 
the Russians have evacuated the vil-, 
lage and retired several hundred yards 
to the east, says the official statement 
given out by the war office tonight. 

South of Brody, General Sakharoff's 
troops have captured 1,300 prisoners. 

The statement follows: 

“On the outskirt#® of Rudka-Miryns- 
kaia, which forms a salient position on 
the River Stavok (a tributary of the 
Stokhod) there was desperate fight- 
ing the entire night, the enemy having 
approached the village from three 
sides and launched repeated counter at- 
tacks. Having repulsed these attacks 
we, toward 3 ocloek in the morning, 
evacuated the village and retired from 
four to six hundred yards further to 
the east. 

“South of Brody (Galicia) on the 
line of the Rivers Sereth and Graberki, 
General Sakharoff'’s troops made a hot 
attack and took 1,300 prisoners. 

“An explosion of heavy shrapnel in 
Brody killed Father Ouspinsky, a regi- 
mental chaplain

“On the Serwetsch, east of Gorodisclie,

‘Near Lubieszow (northeast of Kovel) 
strong enemy attacks again failed. 

“In the Sitowiczewielich sector fierce 
battles are developing, during’ the 
course of which the enemy penetrated 
the village of Rudka-Mirynskaja and 
the adjoining lires. During a 
attack German and Austro-Hungarian 
battalions, together with parts of the 
Polish legion, completely recaptured 
the lost territory. They took 361 pris- 
oners, captured several machine guns 
and completely repulsed the renewed 
Russian attacks.

Verdun has again became the storm 
center on the western battle front 
The French forces have taken the of- 
fensive on the right bank of the Meuse 
and now hold the Thiaumont work and 
the greater part of the village of 
Fleury, according to Paris. 

The Thiaumont work, already the 
scene of many desperate combats, was 
twice in French hands during twelve 
hours on Friday. The forces of the 
German crown prince fought tenactous- 
ly, driving the French from the work 
once, but losing it again. 

Fleury, which changed hands Thurs- 
day, after the French had succeeded 
in taking it, is again almost entirely 
occupied by the French. Fierce fight- 
ing still continues in and around the 
Village. German unwounded prisoners 
taken in the Verdun fighting number 
400. 

On the Somme front. in northern 
France, there has been little infantry 
activity. both the British and French 
official communications failing to re- 
port any moves on the part of their 
enemies. ’

FRANCE ELATED _ | 
BY VERDUN GAINS. 


Paris, August 4.—Verdun is again 
in the center of the war stage. The 
recapture by the French of the Village 
of Fleury which had been held by the 
Germans for more than a month, has 
caused great elation in France. It is 
the first fruit of the French slow ana 
methodical offensive begun. three davs 
ago and séems, in the opinion of 
French military observers, to mark an 
epoch in the six months’ battle for the 
great fortress on the Meuse. 

The Germans appear to be less and 
less capable of operating on their old 
overwhelming scale, and the initiative, 
military men here think, is about to 
pass to the French for good. 

While the German artillery continues 
to be as powerful and as well supplied 
as ever, the Germans no longer are 
able to gather the masses of troops 
necessary to reap the benefit of ar- 
tillery preparation. 

It is twenty days since the Germans 
made their last big attack on the right 
bank of the Meuse. On the left bank 
of the Meuse nothing beyond local ac- 
tions have the Germans attempted, for 
French bomb throwers for a fortnight 
past in anticipation of the present of- 
fensive had been creeping forward by 
the Vignes ravine, east of Froide 
Terre, with the object of getting near 
Thiaumont work by working around 
Hill No. 365.

FRENCH GAINING 
IN VERDUN REGION. 


Paris, August 4.—The French troops 
in the region of Verdun twice during 
Friday captured the Thidumont work 
from the Germans, holding it the last 
time in the face of counter attacks, 
according to the French official state- 
ment tonight. After having captured 
and then evacuating the village of 
Fleury under German counter attacks, 
the French troops Friday afternoon in 
a bayonet attack reoccupled the greater 
part of the village. 

The official statement says: 

“On the front of the Somme our ar- 
tillery has bombarded enemy oOrganiza- 
tions. We destroyed near Eunemain, to 
the south of Peronne, a German captive 
balloon. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse 
fighting continued all day in the region 
of Thiaumont and Fleury, and to the 
northwest and southwest of the Thiau- 
mont-work. All attempts to dislodge 
us from conquered positions failed. We 
not only broke the enemy's efforts, in- 
flicting heavy losses upon him, in a 
second offensive our troops succeeded 
in capturing for the second time in 
twelve hours the Thiaumont work, 
which remains in our possession, not- 
withstanding several enemy counter at- 
tacks. 

“Fierce fighting is going on at 
Fleury. After having evacuated the 
whole of the village this morning as a 
consequence of several German attacks 
our infantry this afternoon carried with 
the bayonet the greater part of the 
village The enemy is still resisting 
energetically. The number of unwound-

BRITISH GAIN 
NEAR POZIERES. 


London, August 4.—Minor operations 
last night by the British on the Somme 
front resulted in the gain for them of 
some ground west of Pozieres, the war 
office announced today. 

The British statement says: 

“Last night as the result of minor 
operations to the west of Pozieres we 
gained some ground. ln other minor op- 
erations north of Bazentin-Le-Petit and 
northwest of Delville wood we captured 
a few prisoners. 

“During the night there was a con- 
Siderable artillery fire on ‘both sides 
at various portions of the British. front. 

“A raiding party destroyed an ene- 
my’s mine shaft to the east of Loos. 
Near the Ypres-Comines road we ex- 
ploded a small mine in the enemy's 
lines and occupied the crater.” 

The British official communication 
issued this evening says: 

“It was a quiet day. In the trenches, 
which we captured last night west of 
Pozieres, we are in very close touch 
with the enemy. A large number of 
German dead is lying all around these 
trenches. We captured over 100 pris- 
oners. 

“The enemy's artillery maintained a 
barrage southward of Pozieres nearly 
all day. He also shelled the south- 
ern portion of the Mametz wood. Near 
St. Elolt the enemy exploded a small 
mine, which only damaged his own 
wire. He fired another near Auchy, on 
his.own side of a crater. This seems 
to indicate some nervousness among his 
miners. 

“A patrol of four of our aeroplanes 
engaged seven enemy machines in a 
fight which lasted 45 minutes. Three 
of the enemy’s aeroplanes were driven 
down, while two of ours are missing.” 


BITTER FIGHTING 
AROUND FLEURY. 


Berlin, August 4.—(Via London.)— 
The village of Fleury, north of Ver- 
dun, was regained by the Germans this 
morning, it was officially announced 
today by the German army headquar- 
ters. . 

The situation at Fleury and its vl- 
cinity, the statement adds, now is the 
same as it was before the French at- 
tack. 

The official statengent says: 

“Artillery activity was again of great 
intensity north of the Ancre brook, and 
was continued between the Ancre and 
the Somme with undiminished violence. 
Strong enemy attacks were repulsed 
north of Ovillers, west of Guillemont 
and north of Monacu farm. 

“South of the Somme a night attack 
of the enemy near Barleux failed. 

“Last night the French succeeded in 
taking possession of owr positions in 
the village of Fleury and south of the 
Thiaumont work. Our counter attack, 
delivered early this morning, put us 
in complete possession again of the vil- 
lage of Fleury and the trenches west 
and northwest of this village. 

“Enemy attacks northwest of the 
Thiaumont work and against our posi- 
tions in Chapitre and the mountain for- 
ests were repulsed last night, heavy 
losses to the enemy. The situation is 
now again exactly the same as before 
the French attac which was carried 
out with very strong forces. 

“Lieutenant Mulzer put his ninth en- 
emy machine out of action in an aeriar 
battle near Lens, and Lieutenant Fran- 
kel, his sixth enemy aeroplane at Beau- 
metz on Wednesday. Furthermore one 
enemy biplane was brought down by 
our aviators vesterday near Peronne, 
according to supplementary reports, 
two additional. machines were brought 
down on August 1, southwest of Arras 
and near Lihons, respectively. Our anti- 
aircraft guns brought down one enemy 
aeroplane near Bles-Au Bols, southwest 
of Arras, and another near Namur, the 
latter being one of a squadron which 
attacked Namur with little material 
damage.” 


BELGIANS GAIN 
IN EAST AFRICA. 


Havre, August 4.—Further progress 
for the Belgian forces invading Ger- 
man Kast Africa is announced in an of- 
ficial statement issued by the Belgian 
war office. The text of the statement 
follows: 

“The right wing of the Belgian 
troops, pursuing its march southward, 
has occupied Kigoma, in the district

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CHILD LABOR MEASURE 


the Measure Is Uncon- 
stitutional. 


Washington, August 4.—Attacking 
the child labor bill as unconstitutional, 
Senator Hardwick opened debate inthe 
senate today on behalf of those south- 
ern senators’ who are opposing the 
measure. He declared that the right 
to enact such legislation was vested 
only in the legislature of the states. 

The senate bill, he said, far exceeds 
the limits set down by congress and 
the supreme court in the lottery stat- 
ute, which advocates of the legislation 
set up in defense of its constitution- 
ality. 

“The bill as it passed the house,” 
-continued Senator Hardwick, ‘would 
exclude from interstate commerce the 
specific product of child labor. The 
senate amendment not only would ex- 
clude from commerce the direct prod- 
uct of child labor, but also any other 
commodity produced by any man or 
corporation who does not live up to a 
rule of civil conduct to be laid down 
by congress. 

“The subterfuge in the house bill 
was demonstrable, but in the senate 
bill all subterfuge is cast aside be- 
cause you openly undertake to exclude 
from commerce every product of one 
who violates your rule of conduct. A 
manufacturer may have twenty de- 
partments and employ children in only 
one. Under this bill the product of all 
the other nineteen departments would 
be equally prohibited with that of the 
children’s department from entering 
into interstate and foreign commerce.” 

He said that under the lottery stat- 
Jute only lottery tickets produced by a 
printer were denied to commerce. 

“The legislation before us is direct- 
ed against a purely domestic and in- 
ternal affair,” he continued. “I am as 
thoroughly, as earnestly sincere in fa- 
vor of enactment of just, reasonable, 
humane and God-like, if you want it, 
laws for protection of children as any 
man in this chamber, but I say that 
the sole power to enact such laws is 
vested in tthe several states of the 
union and not in congress.

THEORY. 


The theory is that the boy time- 
keeper was decoyed to the entrance to 
the plant grounds, where the dark- 
ened automobile and occupants were 
waiting: that he was assailed there, 
or carried to some other point.

UNKNOWN NEGRO 
IS IDENTIFIED AS 
| OFFICER’S SLAYER

Tifton, Ga., August 4.—(Special.)— 
Officer J. R. Kimbrough, of the Tifton 
‘police, was shot and dangerously 


| wounded by a desperate negro at 8:45 
,o’clock last night, the bullet entering 


| the officer’s mouth, ranging downward 
and lodging back of the jugular vein. 
Officer Kimbrough was patrolling 
the Atlantic Coast Line railroad yards 
on the lookout for two escaped con- 
victs from the Worth county chain- 
,; Sang, when he saw the negro jump 
‘from the freight standing in the yaras. 
'He caught the negro by the belt ana 
' began questioning him, wnen the ne- 


gro pulled a pistol from his pocket 
and began firing. He fired four shots, 
only one taking effect. Kimbrough 
fell and the negro ran. 

The officer, thinking that the negro 
would try to get away on the same 
train, wired the officer between Tifton 
Office Stevens, of Norwood, 
lookout and when the freight pulled in 
he saw the negro step off the train 
with his pistol in his hand. Officer 
Stevens began ffring at him with a 
shotgun, three of the loads taking ef- 
fect in his chest, killing him instantly 

Chief of Police Thrasher went to 
Norwood this morning and identified 
the rgro as the one that shot Officer 
Kimbrough. :

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CANNOT SWALLOW IT. 

Inability of the progressive party to 
swallow the sugar-coated pill that was rolled 
for it in Chicago is not to be wondered at. 
If ever there was a more palpable effort to 
put over a well-planned and concocted 
buneo game upon an American organization, 
it was that which sought at Chicago in June 
to turn the progressive party, bound hand 
and foot, over to Republican Candidate 
Charles E. Hughes. 

It is small surprise that progressive 
party leaders met at Indianapolis the other 
day and planned to put the name of John M. 
Parker, of Louisiana, at the head of electoral 
tickets in various states, in the hope and 
purpose of maintaining the party organi- 
zation. 

It is the only way to doit. Left rudder- 
less as they were by the defection of Colone] 
Roosevelt, who fell handily and opportunely 
into the camp of the enemy, the progressive 
party was threatened with disruption. Many 
of them would doubtless have followed the 
Colonel into the hostile camp; many ,.more 
in vigorous protest, and perhaps, in heart- 
felt relief, would have cast their ballots for 
President Wilson. Many will yet do so. 

The progressive party was organized 
with a specific and definite purpose, and it 
Was no part of that purpose that it should 
be tied hand and foot by one man or set of 
men, and delivered over whenever and 
wheresoever they might please. 

The party would have been unjust to 
itself and false to its mission if the Indian- 
apolis meeting had not been held and em- 
phatic protest entered in its action against 
such a political deal as was sought to be 
perpetrated at Chicago. 

Whatever may be the party’s future, cer- 
tainly it could have expected or secured 
nothing, nor would one hope have been left 
it, had it submitted a silent and unprotesting 
victim of the Chicago conspiracy. 


IN THE DON’T-KNOW CLASS. 

Interviews with persons who are presum- 
ably in position to speak with authority on 
National affairs are all one way when they 
come to the question of the probable dura- 
tion of the war from the English point of 
view. A summary of replies would Place 
practically all of those appealed to in the 
“don’t-know” class. 

The fact that such interviews are con- 
stantly sought and granted is due to the 
universal desire for peace on the part of a 
war-wearied people. There is hope against 


hope that some one, wiser than the rest of. 


the war experts, will be able to speak the 
word the people wish to hear—the word 
nearest their hearts and homes. 

A correspondent says that it ig largely 
the question of the common people, who 
have suffered so much through the war; so 
great is their interest in it they will give 
audience to any end-of-the-war prophet who 
holds out a hope to them. 

,“When?"” is the word heard so often in 
the London streets, that a London paper 
suggests a ‘“Don't-Know” badge for the un- 
wary pedestrian “who happens to look 
wise;”’ and though one would not seek for 
humor under such circumstances, we find 
the following skit credited to The Liverpool 
Post: 


Absolute evidence have I none. 

But my aunt’s charwoman’s sister's son 
Heard a policeman on his beat 

Say to a housemaid in Downing Street 
That he had a brother who had a friend 
Who knew when the war was going to end! 


It is grim jesting; for though the people 
“keep up” well enough, they all show 
earnest, anxious, tired faces around the 
war offices—in the far streets, and at lonely 
thresholds, waiting and hoping for “the 
end.” , ~ 

And the men fighting on to the end 
share the people’s wish for peace; for the 
home-folks are their people: they took 
Home with them when they went to war. 
In the trenches,'and in the hospitals, it is 
paid, the literature of home and simple 


; - things is that which appeals most to them: 


| They do not read of wars; they have had 


enough of battles! 
As to the end, even the kaiser, who 


claims to be divinely inspired, when ap- 


| proached on the subject, is said to have. 


answered, “God knows!” 
He would not commit himself there! 


THE REAL RESPONSIBILITY. 

The Chatham county grand jury has in- 
dicted the Southern Express company for 
-alleged violation of the ‘state prohibition 
law, upon the ground that it transported and 
delivered liquor to persons who signed fic- 
titious names. 

Well aware of the consequences as it is, 
and desirous of maintaining a reputation for 
law observance, it is impossible to conceive 
that such an organization as the Southern 
Express company would wilfully and ma- 
liciously violate any state law for the small 
return that it would derive from it. 

Such has been the reputation of the 
Southern Express company wherever it op- 
erates—a reputation for careful law observ- 
ance—and The Constitution is confident that 
we must look elsewhere for the real respon- 
sibility. 

That responsibility undoubtedly rests 
upon the national congress, which continues 
to permit the gross violation of state prohi- 
bition laws by the refusal of its co-operation 
in so simple a matter as closing the mails to 
personal solicitation of liquor orders in 
those states where solicitation of any sort 
is prohibited by law. 

Unfortunately, even in matters of police 
regulation, the states have no right to legis- 
late regarding the United States mail. Con- 
gress has prohibited their use for the pur 
pose of fraud, but when it comes to a thing 
‘which debauches the people, congress seems 
to have nothing to do with it. 

The reason why that liquor was ordered 
and shipped to fictitious persons in Savan- 
nah was because the United States mails 
are wide open to whisky solicitation and 
whisky orders. The Southern Express com- 
pany has no right to question any man, so 
long as he makes the oath and affidavit re- 
quired under the state law when receiving 
a package he has ordered. 

We make no defense of the express com- 
pany. If it has violated the law knowingly 
and wilfully, it should be held to a strict 
accountability. If it has made a practice of 
delivering liquor packages on notoriously 
fictitious signaures, then it should be made 
to answer for it. 

But what we do say is that all of this 
business could easily be stopped and the 
whole situation readily regulated were it 
not for the fact that the congress of the 
United States itself wilfully permits the use 
of its mails and of its interstate commerce 
carriers in direct violation of the prohibiton 
laws of many states. 

It may continue to do this for months and 
years to come, but ultimately-the day of 
reckoning will arrive. Members of congress 
who, through purpose or indifference, refuse 
to take any steps to remedy a condition 
already become intolerable to those: states 
which desire to enforce their prohibition 
laws, May count upon it that the chickens 
will come home to roost! 

Somewhat more or less embarrassing 
questions along this line have already been 
asked. Congress may set it down that these 
will grow in force and frequency until they 
wonder how they could have been go blind 
to popular demand. ’ 


THE HOME CORN CRIB. 
The following, from The Dahlonega 
(Ga.) Nugget, is both text and sermon for 
a greater home-prosperity: 


Let every person who can 
have his corn crib at home the vear 
round, instead of in the west. Cribs so 
far from home make corn too scarce and 
expensive. 


That is the way the farmers who are 
giving the diversified crop plan a fair test 
have come to see it: The corn crib, the 
meat market, have been “too far from 
home,” and there is evidence that a wel- 
come change is at hand, for there is greater 
interest in grain growing, and stock raising 
igs proving a profitable industry. 

“Keep the corn crib at home.” That is 
a real money-motto; in a sense it covers 
every phase of farm development: for when 
that one good thing is done, advancement 
in other lines will follow naturally on the 
live-at-home principle.

ON THE TRADING STAMP. MEASURE, 
SAYS WILLIAM SCHLEY HOWARD 


Flaying Robert B. Blackburn, his oppon- 
ent, with satirical and stinging blows dealt 
with machine-gun rapidjty, and charging 
him with deceiving the merchants of Georgia 
in regard to the anti-trading stamp and ‘eou- 
pon bill, now before the house rules com- 
mittee, William Schley Howard, candidate to 
Succeed himself as United States congress- 


man from the Fifth district, Georgia, last. 


night opened his political campaign at a big 
rally at the DeKalb county courthouse, De- 
catur, Ga. 

Several hundred men and women were 
present, taxing the courtroom’'s capacity. 

Congressman Howard alleged that RKepre- 
Sentative Blackburn, vice chairman of the 
house rules committee, ‘was either deceiving 
the merchants of Atlanta and other Georgia 
Citjes in regard to the anti-trading stamp 
and coupon bill, now before the rules com- 
mittee for a hearing, or he has not power 
within his committee to bring it before the 
house, although 135 members have petitioned 
a rules committee to bring the bill to a 
ote. 

“Georgia merchants are being run o 

ut of 

business every day because of the practice 
of foreign corporations in giving trading 
Meany and coupons,” declared Congressman 
Ooward. There is a bill before the house 
of representatives to put an end to this evil 
practice of allowing trading stamps to be 
given, and it doesn’t get before the house 
lor 4 vote because the impotent Mr. Black- 
burn, chairman of the rules committee 
doesn't allow it to come to a vote.” 

Congressman Howard's. speech 
enthusiasm at almost every point. 
viewed in detail his opponent's record as a 
member of the Georgia legislature, seeking 
to show where in every instance Mr. Black- 
burn, he asserted, had lined up with the 
liquor interest, big.corporations and rail- 
roads against the wishes of the masses. al- 
though protesting that he (Blackburn) ‘was 
a iocal optionist.

Africa which is described as ‘a land of little 
promise” in a war geography bulletin issued 
by the National Geographic society from 
Washington recently: 

“Tripolitania occupies the land along the 
Mediterranean sea from the Tunisian fron- 
tier to the Gulf of Sidra. From the coast 
southward, with an average width of 40 
miles, runs a plain called Jefara. At its 
southern border rises with a steep ascent a 
chain of mountains commonly called Jebel, 
of which the most famous part is Jebel 
Gharian. These mountains form a sort of 
tableland which slopes slightly southward till 
it reaches Hamada-el-Homra, a flat, rocky 
plateau of about 40,000 square miles, covere.| 
with little red stones, absolutely dry and 
arid. In the south of the Hamada is the 
land of Fezzan, a collection of oases in a 
country of dunes and desert. Fezzan forms 
a wedge of sparsely inhabited land into the 
great Sahara. 

Coast Has No Natural Harbors. 


“The coast of Tripoli, which extends over 
a length of 1,100 miles, offers few natural 
harbors. The harbor of Tripoli itself is 
dangerous, because of the many rocks which 
lie at the entrance. It is only on the eastern 
cogst of Cyrenaica, which is sometimes called 
the Marmarica, that we find two harbors ofr 
the very best quality: Bomba and Tobruk; 
but as néither has a hinterland, their value 
is more strategical than commercial. Tobruk 
is less than a hundred miles distant from the 
igvptian frontier. 

“What is the population now iInhabiting 
Tripolitania, that immense area of 400,000 
square miles (more than half the size of the 
republic of Mexico)? No exact census exists, 
but all competent abservers agree that it 
hardly exceeds 800,000. That means about 
two inhabitants to the square mile. The 
settled population inhabits an area of 19,000 
square miles—about one-twenty-first part of 
the whole land.”

“PASSED BY HOUSE 


Veazy Measure Would Open 
Schools, Hospitals, Orphan- 
ages, Monasteries and Oth- 
er Institutions to Grand 
Jury Inspection. 


If the Veazy, of Warren, bill, passed 
by the house of representatives yester- 
day by an overwhelming majority, shall 
gurvive the senate and become law, 
henceforth in Georgia no sanitarium, 
private hospital, private asylum, pri- 
vate orphanage, House of the Good 
Shepherd, convent, monastery, or any 
other similar institution will be im- 
mune from grand jury inspection and 
investigation. 

The merits of the bill were debated 
at length a few days ago, when the 
rules committee reported adversely to 
its assignment to a place on the calen- 
dar, the measure having beeg favorably 
reported for passage by the committee 
on hygiene and sanitation. On motion 
of Blackburn, of Fulton, Vice chairman 
of the rules committee, that body's re- 
port was not agreed to. BlackbuFfn led 
the fight at that time, against the bill, 
and won it by a narrow majority on 
@n aye and nay vote. The report of the 
rules committee was disagreed to, and 
the bill assigned to a special*and con- 
tinuing order.

TRADE CONDITIONS 
GREATLY IMPROVED 


Federal Reserve Bank Head 
Declares Business Is Better 
Than at Outbreak of War. 


At a luncheon to the Underwriters 
,of Mutual Life Insurance Company 
of New York, given by Robert F. Shed- 
den at the’ Piedmont hotel Thursday, 
Joseph A. McCord was requested to 
make a few remarks on the trade con- 
ditions now existing, and what may 
be expected should peace be declared 
in Europe, and his views as to busi- 
ness life insurance. 

In the course of his remarks Mr, 
McCord stated that the present con- 
ditions were much better than twelve 
months ago, and that there was no 
comparison between now and two years 
ago, when the European war was start- 
ed. Trade conditions were much bet- 
ter financially, and the commercial, 
industrial and agricultural conditions 
were gradually righting themselves to 


gardless of the condition in Burope 

He then stated that the recent r __- 
ing of the federal reserve board, rel- 
ative to clearing all checks at par, 
was progressing very satisfactorily, 
and that the real purpose of clearing 
checks at par, with a nominal over- 
head expense, was not so much to re- 
duce the cost of expenses, but to re- 
duce that cost to a minimum basis, 
and to stabilize the check in the United 
States. Bank checks, he said, form 
about 78 per cent of the deposits of 
this country, and a greater percentage 
than any other nation, and that clear- 
ing these checks through the federal 
reserve bank stabilizes their value, giv- 
ing the strength of the reserves held 
by the federal reserve banks, and 
creating a condition that has not here- 
tofore existed. : 

He then stated that should peep be 
declared in Europe there would then 
be a demand for part of our gold, that 
had come to this country, by reason 
of the large exports, and a saving 
caused by the absence of expenditure 
for European travel which, before the 
war, amounted to $400,000,000 annually. 
This change of our gold would only 
cause an increase in the rates of inter- 
est, but under the new aystem of bank- 
ing, created through the federal re-

Digest of Land Laws 
Of Georgia Is Urged 
By Southern Farming 


Southern Farming, one of the Or- 
ange-Judd puwblications, has sent a 
letter to President Ogden Persons, of 
the state senate, and Speaker William 
H. Burwell, of the house, asking them 
to urge upon the legislature to instruct; 
the attorney general to make a digest 
of the land laws of Georgia for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether or not 
they comply with the requirements of 
the newly enacted federal farm loan 
act. 

Herbert Myrick, president of the Or- 
ange-Judd company, has recently made 
several addresses in Georgia cities upon 
the subject of rural credits. 

The letter and the section of the fed- 
is called 
are as follows: 

“Permit me to call your attention to sec- 
tion 8, of the federal farm loan act, copy 
of which is attached. In order that there 
may be no delay for legal reasons, in Geor- 
gia farmers being able to take advantage 
of the new system, we respectfully suggest: 
that the legislature instruct the attorney 
general of Georgia to prepare a digest of 
the land laws of Georgia, and the essential 
decisions threunder. Such a digest may ex- 
pedite the work of the federal farm loan 
board tn deciding whether or not the land 
laws of Georgia are such as to make first 
mortgages on farm lands situated within 
this state eligible or ineligible as a basis 
for an issue of farm loan bonds. Should 
the board decide that they were ineligible, 
the amendments necessary to make such 
mortgages eligible could then be enacted at 
a special session of the legislature, or at 
the next session. 

“It will be seen from 
not until the federal farm loan board is 
satisied with the land laws of any state, 
that the land laws of this state do afford 
adequate security to lenders, can the full 
benefit of the system be’ enjoyed in Geor- 


section 380 that

The section of the loan act follows: 
State Legislation. 

Section 30.—That it shall be the duty of 
the farm loan commissioners to make ex- 
amination of the laws of every state of the 
United States and to Inform the federal farm 
loan board as rapidly as may be whether in 
his judgment the laws of each state relat- 
ing to the conveying and recording of land 
titles, and the foreclosure of mortgages or 
other instruments securing loans, as well as 
providing homestead and other exemptions 
and granting the power to waive such ex- 
emptions as respects first mortgages, are 
such as to assure the holder thereof ade- 
quate safeguards against loss in the event 
of default of loan secured by any such mort- 
gages. 

Pending the making of such examination 
In the case of any state, the federal farm 
loan board may declare first mortgages on 
farm lands situated within such state ineli- 
gible as a basis for an issue of farm loan 
bonds; and if said examination shall show 
that the laws of any such state afford insuf- 
ficient protection to the holder of first mort- 
gaggs of the kinds provided in this act, said 
federal farm loan board may declare said 
first mortgages on land situated in such 
States ineligible during the continuance of 
the laws in question. In making his ex- 
amination of the laws of the several states 
and forming his cenclusions thereon said 
farm loan commissioner may call upon the 
office of the attorney general of the United 
States for any needed iegal advice or 
Sistance, or may employ special counsel in 
any state where he considers such action 
necessary. 

At the request of the executive of any 
State the federal farm loan board shal] pre- 
pare a statement setting forth in what re- 
spects the requirements of said board can- 
not be complied with under the existing 
laws of such state. .

NO DOUBT NOW AS TO HOW 
BULLOCH COLNTY WILL VOTE 


Statesboro, Ga., August 4.—(Special.) 
What doubt there might have been as 
to how Bulloch county will vote in 
the gubernatorial race dwindled away 
when Hugh M. Dorsey had finished his 
address in the courthouse here. 

He discussed the features of his 
platform along the usual lines 

Mr. Dorsey ridiculed Dr. Mardman’s 
page advertisements setting forth his 
Claims of good legislation accomplish- 
ed. He said both the house and sen- 
. ate journals dis®roved many of these 
Claims. He also read an editorial 
from a paper in a neighboring county 
of his opponent which disproved the 
doctor’s claims and which had never 
been contradicted. Mr. Dorsey’s criti- 
cism of Dr. Hardman’s claims appar- 
ently found its mark and brought 
forth applause. 

He declared Pottle’s candidacy grew 
out of the Macon convention, and as 
soon as the announcement was made 
The Macon Telegraph said that Po 
tle’'s entrance made it certain that th 
people would not select the governor, 
stating that the executive would be 
selected at the convention. 

“Tl would not want to be governor, 
said Mr. Dorsey, “if I had to resort to 
trickery in a convention. I want to 
see the people rule, and I believe this 
will be one election that will not really 
necessitate a convention. A friend of 
mine introduced a bill calling for a 
second election in the event of a locKea 
convention, and both Governor Harris 
and Mr. Pottle opposed this Dill. 

Mr. Dorsey said that Governor Har- 
ris told him in 1914 that if he would 
not run that he (Governor Harris) 
would get out of the way and let him 
or some other young man make the 
race in 1916. He described Mr. Pottle 
as “windy and worthy.” 

He took exception to Mr. Pottle’s 
charges about his accepting a fee in 
the Innes case, declaring that he had 
@ perfect right to accept a fee in a 
case originating in Texas and being 
tried before the federal supreme court. 

“Yes, I accepted the fee,” he said, 
“and brought the Inneses back to 
Georgia and convicted them. 

At this utterance there was a great 
outburst of applause. He stated that 
he had received five hundred dollars 
and had actually paid out of his pock- 
ets five hundred and seven dollars. He 
criticised the newspapers of the state 
that are treating him unfairly and 
paid his respects to The Macon Tele- 
graph and Augusta Chronicle for falsi- 
fying the record concerning his recom- 
mendations for commutation. 

When he entered the courtroom an 
ovation greeted him, nearly. everyone 
in the audience cheering and clapping 
their hands, which Mr. Dorsey met with 
a graceful bow.

IN BRYAN COUNTY ADDRESS

Alberto Pani also is an engineer. 

Major General Goethals, who has 
been mentioned as a possible selection 
for the American commission, is an 
engineer officer. The fact that he is 
a soldier, however, may prevent his 
selection. Others mentioned include 
members of the supreme court and 
persons not in government service, who 
are regarded as authorities on com- 
merce and finance, 

It was expected tonight that Am- 
bassador Arredondo might begin to- 
morrow a further conference with Mr. 
Polk regarding the time and place for 
the commission's meetings. The Wash- 
ington government sees no necessity 
for a neutral setting for the confer- 
ence, and it is probable the discussion 
will be held in some city near Wash- 
ington, but where weather conditions 
are more agreeable.

Prices remained unchanged at 
7.45 to 7.65 for fine granulated. 

In futures there was a sharp recovery and 
closing quotations showed net gains of 18 
to 28 points, or within a point or two of 
the best of the day. The fact that Cuban 
holders were not following the decline in 
futures started a rather heavy general buy- 
ing movement. Shorts were good buyers 
and there was considerable support from 
trade interests, although Wall street houses 
seemed to supply the chief selling.

New York, August 4.—Reactions fol- 
lowed a sharp opening advance in the 
cotton market today, with December 
contracts selling off from 14.27 to 18.97 
The general list 
closed steady at a net decline of 6 to 
12 points. 

Another big advance in Liverpool and 
prospects for showers or rains in some 
sections of the eastern belt seemed to 
be chiefly responsible for the firm 


opening. First prices were 11 to 17 
points higher with all positions making 
new high records. October contracts 
sold at 14.05 and January at 14.34 on 
or immediately following the call, or 
just about a cent per pound above 
the low figures of last Tuesday. Real- 
izing was very heavy around the l4%c 
level for December, however, and the 
market soon developed reactionary sen 
timent. 

The official] forecast for partly cloudy 
weather in Texas and unsettled con- 
ditions in Oklahoma seémed to hold 
out some hope of relief in those seéc- 
tions which doubtless promoted the 
selling movement. After easing off to 
about last night's closing figures prices 
rallied 6 or 7 pofnts, following the 
detailed weather report for Oklahoma 
showing showers at only two points 
and maximum temperatures ranging 
from 100 to 110 degrees. This natu- 
rally increased apprehensions of un- 
easiness as a result of private wires 
from New Orleans claiming that there 
was some sort of weather disturbance 
in the southeastern gulf. 

Offerings increased again during the 
afternoon, however, and the market 
reached the lowest poinis of the day 
in the late trading, when October sold 
at 13.77 and January at 14.05, or about 
28 to 380 points under the high level 
of the morning. The close was within 
a point or two of the lowest. Private 
cables attributed a late break in Liv- 
erpool to an easier technical position 
and more favorable Egyptian crop re- 
ports, and some of the local traders 
were inclined to believe that the earlier 
advance had been largely the result 
of continental covering for over the 
two-day adjournment, as Liverpool will 
be closed on Saturdays during August.

DUN'S WEEKLY REVIEW 
UN BUSINESS SITUATION 


New York, August 4.—Dun’s Review to- 
morrow will say: 

Exceptionally gratifying reports regard- 
ing trade, industry and transportation are 
somewhat modified by less favorable news 
from the agricultural regions. Yet the re- 
duced crop estimates, while accentuating 
the tendency toward wholesome conserva- 
tism, have not raised doubts as to the main- 
tenance of the forward movement in busi- 
ness. In spite of various drawbacks arfd 
uncertainties, confidence in sustained econ- 
omic progress is undiminished, the large 
increase in new enterprises testifying to 
strong faith in the future. 

Notwithstanding the magnitude of pre- 
vious purchases, many interests are dis- 
osed to extend commitments further, be- 
ng prompted to cover for’ distant needs 
by fears of a growing scarcity of supplies 
and the possibility that prices may go stil! 
higher. Recoveries have occurred in cer- 
tain lines that recently showed evidences 
of reaction, such as in steel and dry goods, 
while additional advances appear in com- 
modities which thus far have given no sign 
of yielding.

New York, August 4.—(Specia!.)—Liver- 
goo! ran away this mé/aing. Probably Mr. 
ester’s figures on consumption were what 
did it. It must be remembered, however, 
that there are no accurate figures on the 
question of consumption outside of the cen- 
sus department at Washington, and those 
figures only attempt to cover the United 
States. No one knows, or ever has known, 
how much cotton the mills of other coun- 
tries consumed or what stop they had at 
mills. For Mr. Hester to be right in his 
figures the mills of Europe must have re- 
duced their stock at mills the past year by 
about one million bales. Perhaps they did 
not have a million to start with, perhaps 
they had over two million. No one can 
speak authoritatively or even approxi- 
mately on that subject. We prefer to ac- 
cept figures on the known supplies and not 
enter the field on estimate or guess. Our 
market showed a tardy response to the 
strength in Liverpool and finally closed 
lower than yesterday. The weakness here, 
however, was largely due to the expecta- 
tions of rains in the western belt where 
needed. An estimate on condition and a 
rough guess at consumption figures hus so 
thoroughly upset the cotton market, how- 
ever, that the public are eager to buy, for 
all of Europe and three-fourths of the 
United States think that the government 
crop condition figures are correct and tl@ 
Hester figures on consumption are accurate 
and authoritative. The figures of Mr. Hes- 
ter and of the New York exchange also on 
amount brought into sight and on the side 
of mills’ takings are approximately correct 
and it is anyone’s guess as to how much 
cotton is consumed, although, as above 
stated, consumption figures of United States 
mills are accurately reached through the 
census department. It is evident that in the 
United States the mills will take about 
200,000 more bales than they will consume, 
while Mr. Hester's figures indicate that 
European mills have consumed about 1,000,- 
000 more bales than they have bought, 
thereby encroaching on their warehouse 
stocks to tNat extent. Our own opinion is 
that European miNs proper, except in 
1912, never did have a million bales in their 
own warehouses and in al! probability on 
August 1 one year ago they did not hold 
100,000. probably much less. Mr. Hester's 
information on that subject is a rough 
guess, likewise also is ours. We think cot- 
ton too high. The real cotton tarde men- 
tally question the accuracy of the crop 
condition figures and likewise the sensa- 
tional figures of Mr. Hester. The large 
majority think the crop is more promising 
than the government makes it and the ac- 
tual consumption no Jonger than the mills’ 
takings.

| Chicago, August 4.—Widening out of 
the black rust area in Canada, as re- 
ported through the ordinary trade 
channels, sent the wheat market soar- 
ing today to the highest prices yet this 
season.

New York, August 4.—Dealings in 
today’s listless market differed in no 
essential particular from those of re- 
cent session. Except for the first 
hour, which witnessed a fair average

Conflicting crop news, labor condi- 
tions, which offered little encourage- 
ment, additional excellent railway 
earnings and the futher easing of 
money rates, all factors of importance 
in more normal times—were ignored 
or received with indifference.

Shipping shares were the leaders, so 
far as acticity was concerned, the 
turn over in Mercantile Marine com- 
mon and preferred at moderate gains 
far exceeding any other issue. Marine 
4% per cent bonds also were active at 
the new high price of 107, and United 
Fruit reflected further accumulation. 

Motor shares rallied slightly from 
their low levels of yesterday, but the 
inquiry for these issues lacked its for- 
mer spontaneity. Petroleums were 
slightly more steady, although trade 
conditions were without change, and 
munitions were apathetic with metals, 
except Tennessee Copper, which again 
lost ground. 
manare suffered from further attri- 
tion, but the additional precaution In 
quoted values among this group was 
attributed quite as much to over-ex- 
tended bull accounts as to statistical 
or trade developments. 

United States Steel, which was rela- 
tively ineonspicuous, held steady with 
rails most of the day, but the latter 
shaded in the final hour, though only 
nominally. Local tractions were ut- 
terly neglected,\ notwithstanding va- 
rious rumors pointing to a crisis in the 
situation. 

The irregular bond market followed 
the course of stocks and lacked espe- 
cial features. Offerings of interna- 
tional] issues showed steady diminution.
